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COUNCIL DOES CHANGE V//Y/J: RECONSIDERS PASTACTION 


Riverside Park’s Name Will Not Be Changed

The Dawson Springs 
City Council held a spe¬ 
cial called meeting Mon¬ 
day for the purpose of 
discussing Riverside 
Park. At the regular May 
meeting, a decision was 
made to honor Gov. Steve 
Beshear by adding his 
name to the name of the 
park. 

However, after a great 


deal of public sentiment 
against the name change 
was expressed, the coun¬ 
cil reconsidered its deci¬ 
sion. 

Mayor Jenny Sewell 
read a prepared state¬ 
ment (which appears as 
a commentary on page 
A6) in which she rec¬ 
ommended honoring 
the governor in another 
manner and retaining 
the park’s name as sim¬ 


ply Riverside Park. 

Jackie Mathis made 
a motion to accept the 
mayor’s proposal. It was 
seconded by Mark Mc¬ 
Gregor and approved by 
a vote of 5 to 0. Ray Bo- 
chert was not present at 
the meeting. 

Following the vote, 
former resident Matt 
Seymore spoke to the 
council, thanking them 
for their decision. 


Seymore said he and 
his family are among 
those who prefer that 
the name remain un¬ 
changed. While Seymore 
said he agrees in spirit 
(with honoring the gov¬ 
ernor) and understands 
the customary practice, 
there were too many 
people involved with the 
rebuilding of Riverside 
Park to single out just 
one. 


“To name it after one 
person would just be un¬ 
fair,” he said. 

“We’re a council that 
will make things right,” 
Kenny Mitchell said. “If 
there is strong enough 
public opinion to change 
something, we’ll do it.” 

“It really is all about 
the park and a celebra¬ 
tion of 100 years,” said 
Rick Hendrickson. 

Sewell gave council 


members copies of the 
recently printed flyer for 
the Independence Day 
celebration and other 
upcoming events. The 
Independence Day activi¬ 
ties include the 100th an¬ 
niversary of Riverside 
Park. 

Sewell said any ven¬

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Nashville District Highligh ts Notable Dam Safety Projects 


The U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers Nashville 
District has two notable 
engineering projects to 
its credit in recent years 
to stop seepage through 
the embankments of 
Wolf Creek Dam in 
Jamestown and Center 
Hill Dam in Lancaster, 
Tenn. In conjunction 
with National Dam Safe¬ 
ty Awareness Day, Which 
was Sunday, the district 
is highlighting the major 
effort it took to construct 
concrete barrier walls 
deep into the founda¬ 
tions of these dams. 

In the mid 2000s the 
Nashville District an¬ 
nounced that these dams 
had a high risk of failure 
and would need immedi¬ 
ate rehabilitation to pre¬ 
vent seepage and reduce 
the risk of failure. Lake

Cumberland and Center 
Hill Lake were lowered 
to reduce the pressure on 
the dams in preparation 
for the two construction 
projects. 

Project Manager Da¬ 
vid Hendrix said between 
2006 and 2014, the district 
remediated Wolf Creek 
Dam to minimize the risk 
of a seepage failure. 

“The $594 million proj¬ 
ect included a vigorous 
grouting program and 
installation of a 3,900- 
foot long and 275-foot 
deep concrete cutoff wall 
in the earthen embank¬ 
ment section,” Hendrix 
said. “Wolf Creek Dam 
impounds Lake Cumber¬ 
land, the largest Corps 
storage project east of the 
Mississippi River. Lake 
Cumberland has a stor¬ 
age capacity of more than

6,000,000 acre feet. Fail¬ 
ure of Wolf Creek Dam 
would result in lives lost 
and more than $1 billion 
of flood damages down¬ 
stream in Nashville.” 

At Center Hill Lake, 
Project Manager Linda 
Adcock said the district 
pumped 1.3 million gal¬ 
lons of grout into the 
foundation of the em¬ 
bankment between 2008 
and 2010, followed by the 
installation of a concrete 
barrier wall 1,000-feet 
long and 300-feet deep 
between 2012 and 2015. A 
third phase of the proj¬ 
ect to add a berm below 
the secondary auxiliary 
dam is expected to be 
constructed by 2018. 

“The district is work¬ 
ing on the $364 million 
remediation of Center 
Hill Dam to minimize 
the risk of either a seep¬ 
age failure or an overtop¬ 
ping failure of the dam 
on the Caney Fork River,” 
Adcock said. “Failure of 
Center Hill Dam could re¬ 
sult in lives lost and flood 
damages downstream of 
more than $4 billion.” 

When filled to its hy¬ 
dropower pool capac¬ 


ity (elevation 723.0), 
Lake Cumberland holds 
3,995,000 acre feet of 
water with a flood con¬ 
trol storage capacity of 
2,094,000 acre feet. When 
filled to its hydropower 
pool capacity (elevation 
648.0), Center Hill Lake 
holds 1,330,000 acre feet 
of water with a flood 
control storage capacity 
of 762,000 acre feet. With 
all reservoirs filled to 
hydropower pool capac¬ 
ity, Nashville District’s 10 
reservoirs can hold more 
than 9,000,000 acre feet 
of water (nearly three 
trillion gallons), which 
is equivalent to an Olym¬ 
pic size swimming pool 
5,600 miles deep. There is 
5,000,000 acre feet of flood 
control storage at the six 
flood control reservoirs. 

Dam safety has been 
a major goal since the 
Corps of Engineers be¬ 
gan building dams in the 
1840s. USACE delivers 
safe dam operation and 
performance through 
continuous assessment, 
communication and risk 
management. 

USACE operates and 
maintains more than 700 


dams, and the Nashville 
District operates and 
maintains 10 dams with¬ 
in the Cumberland River 
Basin. The dams provide 
enormous benefits to the 
country, contributing to 
$13.4 billion of flood dam¬ 
ages prevented in 2013, or 
$8 of damages avoided for 
every $1 invested. 

For additional per¬ 
spective on the impor¬ 
tance of flood risk reduc¬ 
tion in the Cumberland 
River Basin, Center Hill 
Dam prevents close to $43 
million in flood damages, 
and Wolf Creek Dam pre¬ 
vents approximately $48 
million in flood damages 
annually in 2015 dollars. 

“We are very fortu¬ 
nate to have many dams 
in our area that provide 
numerous benefits that 
we enjoy such as flood 
risk reduction, hydro- 
power, navigation, rec¬ 
reation and water sup¬ 
ply,” said Jimmy Waddle, 
Nashville District’s 
chief of Engineering 
and Construction. “Two 
of our dams were iden¬ 
tified in the highest risk 
of failure category. With 
the past 10 years we have 


worked hard to reduce 
the risks associated with 
failure of these dams.” 

Waddle said while the 
Corps can never elimi¬ 
nate the risks that exist 
with dam structures, it 
is possible to reduce the 
risks associated with cat¬ 
astrophic failures. 

Information is avail¬ 
able to the public on 
programs underway to 
reduce the risks associ¬ 
ated with dams such as 
the National Dam Safety 
Program, as well as the 
roles and responsibili¬ 
ties of the local, state, 
and federal organizations 
that work to keep dams 
safe. National Dam Safety 
Awareness Day is a great 
opportunity to get more 
information regarding 
dams and dam safety. 

National Dam Safety 
Awareness Day occurs 
each year to commemo¬ 
rate the South Fork Dam 
failure that occurred on 
May 31, 1889, in John¬ 
stown, Pa. The worst dam 
failure in the history of 
the United States, this 
tragic event resulted in the 
deaths of 2,200 people and 
left thousands homeless.

TRUTH IN SCRIPTURE 

Ahaz, King of Judah 

II Kings 16: II Chronicles 28 


Ahaz began his reign as king of Judah when he was twenty years old. Ahaz did not do what 
was right in the eyes of the LORD. He followed the actions of the kings of Israel and even 
sacrificed his son in the fire acting as the nations the LORD had driven out before the 
Israelites. 

Ahaz offered sacrifices and burned incense at the high places, on the hilltops and under 
every spreading tree. 

Rezin king of Aram and Pekah son of Remaliah king of Israel besieged Jerusalem. 

Ahaz invited Tiglath-Pileser, king of Assyria to come to 
his aid and gave him silver and gold from the temple. 

Ahaz visited Damascus to meet Tiglath-Pileser king of 
Assyria. Back home he had the priest build an alter 
like he saw in Damascus. He approached the new 
altar and presented offerings on it; burnt 
offering, grain offering, drink offering, and 
the blood of his fellowship offerings. He 
moved the bronze altar that stood before 
the LORD from the front of the temple 
and put it on the north side of the new altar. 

Ahaz ordered Uriah the priest to offer daily 
sacrifices on the new altar and he would use 
the bronze altar for seeking guidance.

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West Kentucky Preparing For 2017 Total Eclipse

Each year, Kentuck¬ 
ians and the world turn 
their eyes to Louisville 
for “the most exciting 
two minutes in sports.” 

Come the summer 
of 2017, Western Ken¬ 
tucky is primed to host 
tens of thousands of 
visitors for what some 
are calling “the most 


excitingtwo minutes in 
astronomy” 

The first total solar 
eclipse to be visible in 
the contiguous United 
States in 38 years will 
sweep a shadow across 
a stretch of the United 
States from Oregon to 
South Carolina on the 
afternoon of Aug. 21, 
2017. 

The total eclipse will 
be visible in 14 states 


— including Illinois 
and Kentucky. Cit¬ 
ies that will be in the 
eclipse’s shadow include 
Carbondale, Ill., and 
Paducah, Eddyville 
and Hopkinsville. 
Hopkinsville can boast 
the longest period of 
totality of any city at 2 
minutes 40 seconds. 

The astronomical 
event has presented a 
unique tourism opportu¬ 
nity. 

Hopkinsville has been 
quick to prepare for it, 
said Cheryl Cook, exec¬ 
utive director of the 
Hopkinsville/Christian 
County Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. The 
eclipse has been on the 
city’s radar since 2007, 
she said. 

“I get calls every day, 
or emails, from people 
all over the world,” 
Cook said of eclipse 
chasers. 

Cook estimates the 
eclipse could ultimate¬ 
ly prove to be the larg¬ 
est tourism event in 
Hopkinsville’s history 
with as many as 50,000 
people converging on 
the city. 

“We’re working to 
make sure their visit 
is great, that they’ll 
go back talking about 
Hopkinsville,” Cook 
said. “We’re working on 
having lots of events for 
that weekend and hav¬ 
ing something for every¬ 
body.” 

Paducah and 

Eddyville also are posi¬ 
tioned for front row 
seats to the eclipse. 
Paducah is set to be in 
the eclipse’s shadow for 2 
minutes and 20 seconds, 
while parts of Eddyville 
and Land Between the 
Lakes will see as much 
as 2 minutes, 39 seconds 
of totality. Officials 
with the Paducah Visi¬ 
tors Bureau and Land 
Between the Lakes both 


look to take advantage 
of the opportunity to 
attract visitors. 

LBL officials said 
they are excited about 
the prospect of hosting 
eclipse viewers and envi¬ 
sion “a big party at the 
planetarium.” 

“We’re in the very 
early planning process, 
but we’re not going to 
let this event pass us by,” 
said Janice Wilson, LBL 


public affairs officer. 

Similarly, Laura 
Schaumburg, market¬ 
ing director with the 
Paducah Conventions 
& Visitors Bureau, said 
plans are only in very 
early stages, but she 
expects Paducah will 
attract many eclipse 
viewers. 

The Western Ken¬ 
tucky Amateur Astron¬ 
omers president Alan 


Dudenhofer said avid 
eclipse chasers will trav¬ 
el wherever they need 
to for the best viewing 
spot. 

But seeing the solar 
eclipse will be weather 
dependent, he said. 

“Let’s hope for clear 
skies all along the eclipse 
path so as many people 
will be able to enjoy 
the grand spectacle of 
nature as possible.”

between 30 and 50 miles a day depend¬ 
ing on weather conditions. 

Joseph said that their daily routine 
starts around day break. 

“We always begin our day with 
something hardy for breakfast; 7:30 
a.m. is a late start for us,” said Joseph. 

They park the camper and begin 
their ride. The couple rides their bikes 
about 10 or 15 miles away from the 
camper and then back. Then they 
drive the camper out past the miles 
they had hiked and start again. Joseph 
said they never ride before sun up and 
never after dark. 

Originally the couple had planned 
to follow the TransAmerica Bicycle 
Trail, but Joseph said that some of 
the roads were just not safe for bikers 
so they take more scenic routes when 


necessary. The couple stayed over 
night in Dawson Springs on Sunday 
at Pennyrile Forest State Resort Park. 

“We love to see this part of the 
country and we thought the town of 
Dawson Springs was beautiful” said 
Joseph. 

The couple funds the trip complete¬ 
ly on their own so that all donations 
can go toward the three organizations 
they support. 

“We know from personal experience 
that our veterans, discharged and cur¬ 
rently serving, need all the support we 
can provide” said the couple.

Unemployment rates fell in 119 Ken¬ 
tucky counties between April 2014 and 
April 2015 but rose in Union County, 
according to the Kentucky Office of 
Employment and Training, an agency 
of the Kentucky Education and Work¬ 
force Development Cabinet. 

All nine counties in the Pennyrile 
Area Development District showed a 
decrease in unemployment during in 
that time. 

Todd County reported the lowest 
rate in the district with 4.1 percent in 
April. It was followed by Caldwell and 
Trigg counties with 5 percent each; 
Crittenden County, 5.1 percent; Lyon 
County 5.2 percent; Hopkins County, 
5.5 percent; Christian County, 5.8 per¬ 
cent; Muhlenberg County, 6 percent; 
and Livingston County, 6.4 percent. 

Woodford County recorded the low¬ 
est jobless rate in the commonwealth 
at 3.4 percent. It was followed by Fay¬ 
ette and Oldham counties, 3.6 percent 
each; Scott and Shelby counties, 3.7 


percent each; Boone and Owen coun¬ 
ties, 3.8 percent each; and Anderson, 
Campbell, Jessamine and Spencer 
counties, 3.9 percent each. 

Magoffin County reported the 
state’s highest unemployment rate of 
12.5 percent. It was followed by Harlan 
County, 10 percent; Leslie County, 9.4 
percent; Russell County, 9.3 percent; 
Letcher County, 9.2 percent; Breathitt 
County, 8.8 percent; Knott County, 8.7 
percent; Clay and Elliott counties, 8.6 
percent each; and Floyd and Wolfe 
counties, 8.3 percent each. 

Unemployment statistics are based 
on estimates and are compiled to mea¬ 
sure trends rather than actually to 
count people working. Civilian labor 
force statistics include nonmilitary 
workers and unemployed Kentuckians 
who are actively seeking work. They 
do not include unemployed Kentuck¬ 
ians who have not looked for employ¬ 
ment within the past four weeks. 



Gasoline Prices Rise During Week 


Average retail gasoline prices in 
Kentucky have risen 2.1 cents per gal¬ 
lon in the past week, averaging $2.68 
per gallon Sunday, according to Gas- 
Buddy’s daily survey of 2,623 gas out¬ 
lets in Kentucky. This compares with 
the national average that has increased 
0.4 cents per gallon in the past week to 
$2.75 per gallon. 

Gas prices in Dawson Springs Tues¬ 
day afternoon were $2.49 and $2.59 per 
gallon. 

Including the change in gas prices 
in Kentucky during the past week, 
prices Sunday were 111.5 cents per gal¬ 
lon lower than the same day one year 
ago and are 13.2 cents per gallon high¬ 
er than a month ago. The national av¬ 
erage has increased 14.8 cents per gal¬ 
lon during the past month and stands 


92.8 cents per gallon lower than this 
day one year ago. 

“Gasoline prices are poised to begin de¬ 
clining at a faster pace after staying rela¬ 
tively steady across much of the U.S. this 
past week,” said Patrick DeHaan, Gas- 
Buddy senior petroleum analyst. “While 
oil prices saw a major jump last Friday, I 
do not believe it will interrupt expected 
relief that will soon show up at many 
pumps across the country Fundamentally 
oil prices in the $60s are over-valued and 
with production of crude oil remaining at 
multi-decade highs, we will not see the na¬ 
tional average advance much past where 
it already has been. In fact, where gasoline 
prices have soared the most in the last two 
months, coming relief will be notable, and 
peak gasoline prices in many places have 
already been observed.”

Many people care 
what happens here 

What began as a very nice show of support for 
a hometown guy turned into something less than a 
firestorm, but more than a ruffling of feathers. 

The city council voted at its meeting in May to 
rename Riverside Park after probably the most 
famous citizen ever to live in Dawson Springs or 
graduate from Dawson Springs High School. The 
gesture was intended to show our city’s apprecia¬ 
tion for Gov. Steve Beshear and to express to the 
world how much we appreciate him and how proud 
Dawson Springs is to call him one of our own. 

It just didn’t work out as easily as some may have 
assumed it would. 

This writer did not agree with the actions the 
city council took. Many others agreed and some dis¬ 
agreed. Neither I, nor the others, are right because 
we only expressed our opinions. Opinions are only 
what someone thinks — not necessarily what is 
right or wrong. In this case, it’s my opinion there 
was not a right or wrong committed. 

We hope our city’s leaders will be able to find a 
way to express to the world that Dawson Springs is 
indeed proud of our native son. If the way to do that 
is to name some public facility after the governor, 
then that’s what we should do. If we want to simply 
replace the signs that are now on the city’s borders 
saying this is the hometown of Gov. Steve Beshear 
with signs which one day would say this is the home 
of the former governor, then that’s what should be 
done. 

I’m not wild about naming anything after anoth¬ 
er person. Maybe that point was made well enough 
in last week’s column. However, if that’s what the 
people of Dawson Springs want, then one sugges¬ 
tion is to name what we call the municipal park 
after Steven L. Beshear. This park has no official 
name and is used by countless people not only from 
Dawson Springs, but from all around. 

The moral of this story might be something all 
elected officials and members of public boards 
should keep in mind when making decisions.

He also brought in a calendar from 1957 — which 
just happens to be the year I was born. The calen¬ 
dar was called a community birthday calendar and 
the main sponsor was the First Methodist Church 
of Dawson Springs. The pastor at that time was the 
Rev. John L. Coomer.

a sign. And this is a very good 
thing. Perhaps this is the really 
big story of the day. 

This would not mean that we 
think any less of Gov. Steven L. 
Beshear — to the contrary. His 
achievements and contributions 
are stellar, and we shall pick an¬ 
other time and a special way to fo¬ 
cus and bring honor to our home¬ 
town native son. And please know 
that in reality Gov. Beshear’s 
name is already one of the names

Many dog bites can be prevented

Last year, 5,767 letter carriers were bitten or 
attacked nationwide. The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention estimates that nearly 
2 percent of the American population is bitten 
by a dog each year, and most of the victims are 
children. 

The most recent statistics from the 2007 U.S. 
Pet Ownership and Demographic Sourcebook states 
that there are 72,114,000 dogs in the United States; 
43,021,000 households own dogs in the U.S., and that 
equates to 37.2 per-cent of households. 

Clearly, parents must never leave a defenseless 
infant with a dog and must make sure that older 
children know the potential danger of dog attacks. 
It is also important to know that studies have shown 
that dogs are three times more likely to be involved 
in a biting incident if they have not been spayed or 
neutered. 

The Humane Society of the United States (HSUS) 
has found that the breed of animal most commonly 
involved in dog attacks can change from year to year, 
and from one part of the country to another, depend¬ 
ing on the popularity of the breed. 

According to the HSUS, while some breeds are 
more likely to bite, other factors like whether the 
animal has been spayed or neutered, and whether the 
animal has been properly socialized, safely confined, 
properly supervised, and humanely trained play 
great roles in a dog’s tendency to bite. 

Dog owners can prevent serious injuries to others 


by realizing their important role in dog bite preven¬ 
tion.

Attention needed at stop signs 


Every so often, alerts are issued over enhanced 
enforcement of certain traffic laws. Currently, the 
Kentucky State Police have a campaign under way to 
encourage people to wear seat belts. At other times, 
speeding enforcement is the focus of added law 
enforcement attention. 

We’d like to suggest a focus on a traffic violation 
that is becoming more of a traffic hazard all the time 
— one that involves stop signs. 

Accidents at four-way stop sign intersections seem 
to be a rather frequent occurrence these days. 

Admittedly some of those accidents are caused by 
out-of-town drivers who aren’t paying attention or 
for whatever reason don’t see the stop signs. We don’t 
have an answer for that problem because, in our 
opinion, all are in plain view and should be heeded. 
But it is local folks who know to stop, but don’t do it, 
that are a problem. 

Let’s be honest — few of us stop at the octagon¬ 
shaped red signs like we should. While most aren’t 
guilty of breezing through the signs at the posted 
speed limit, the majority of people are guilty of “run¬ 


ning stops” — where they cruise to the sign, glance 
in different directions, then proceed on their way. 
But the more lax we become in that habit, the more 
the likelihood of an accident. 

Police do an admirable job of traffic enforcement. 
We’ve seen them stationed along streets where speed 
needs to be curtailed. We see them diligent in their 
patrol of various neighborhoods. But we think a 
campaign to alert motorists about the importance 
of stopping rather than running through the signs 
might result in fewer accidents. 

Realizing the overwhelming majority of people 
slow down rather than stop, it would behoove all of 
us to examine — and perhaps change — our driv¬ 
ing practices. You can be sure this writer is going 
to make a concerted effort to stop rather than slow 
down at stop signs in the days ahead. 

We encourage everyone to be more diligent at 
intersections. Don’t take it for granted the other 
driver will stop.

Remember a cloudy June day at 
Grandma’s house? Soft rain that caused 
puddles, not streams. Time on the 
front porch with enough quiet so we 
could hear a woodpecker at work? A 
moment to lift a person to reminisce, 
let imagination sparkle, and a thought 
climb to summit of a cluttered priority 
list. 

All serving to make room for: “What 
can I do right now?” kind of moments. 

Rainy days can blend nostalgia and 
imagination with energy to take to the 
stairway up top to the seldom opened 
small door, the attic. Treasure hunt 
time. 

It happened to 54-year-old Karl 
Kissner in Defiance, Ohio, a few summers ago and life 
has never been the same since for attic adventurers 
and baseball card collectors. 

Maybe you remember the story from the Toledo 
Blade newspaper, dateline: Defiance, Ohio, 2012. 
Baseball cards found from 1910 in pristine condition. 

“... (it) all started out as a walk down memory lane,” 
Kissner told a reporter. 

Alongside cousin Karla Hench, he went rummaging 
in the attic of a home owned by an aunt recently 
deceased. It had belonged to their grandfather Carl 
Hench who died in 1910. 

Like most pack rat Americans (see storage unit 
industry), the Hench family accumulated stuff. 
Predicated mostly on the familiar: “Gee, I might need 
that one of these days,” items. And so, crates and 
boxes and bundles filled and pushed into crooks and 
crannies, eventually up to the attic. Forgotten. 

At this point, put your imagination into the fun of 
it... 

Transport yourself into Kissner’s shoes and 
the attic of an 1800s-built home, a veritable family 
museum. Under a single light bulb, amid the dust 
covered typicals — Christmas decorations, an 


old dresser with (cracked) mirror, a trunk 
(grandma’s quilts?), toys and porcelain dolls, 
wooden boxes, a ladder-back chair or two, a floor 
lamp. 

One’s curiosity on high alert by now, you’re 
hoping to find a bundle of letters (spicy maybe) 
done in elegant penmanship ... a turn-of-the 
century newspaper or post-Civil War magazine. 
Or, treasure of treasures: A family album hiding 
those remarkable for their pixel clarity black- 
and-white photographs. 

This is a point at which Kissner and his 
cousin Karla Hench elevated attic trolling and 
discovery up to level: “Can you believe this?” 

They would make a discovery Karl would 
characterize later as “... like finding the Mona 
Lisa in the attic.” 

Moving aside a wooden doll house, he found a soot- 
covered cardboard box. With Karla looking on, he 
raised the lid, looked inside and discovered baseball 
cards bundled in string taken from Grandpa Hench’s 
butcher shop. More than 700 of them. Smaller than 
cards we collected and bound in rubber bands with 
such care in the 1950s. 

Suddenly Kissner was looking at faces of Christy 
Mathewson and Connie Mack, Ty Cobb, Cy Young and 
Honus Wagner, all in perfect condition. Eventually 
37 of them would be auctioned for more than half a 
million dollars. 

The cards had come to Hench’s butcher shop as 
give-away samples by tobacco product salesmen to 
promote turn-of-the-century items. Hench had so 
many, he shuffled them home and into the attic. 

Kissner set the box aside on a dresser and 
rummaged a while longer, but later would take the box 
of cards to his office, then on to a safety deposit box at 
a Defiance bank. 

By late 2012, the treasure trove, unseen for more 
than a century, would be on display at the National 
Sports Collectors Convention in Baltimore. The 37 
cards featuring Hall of Famers Cobb, Young and 


Wagner projected to sell for $500,000 sold for $566,132. 

Eventually the total collection would be valued at 
more than $3 million and be shared by 20 cousins. 

Whether or not Kissner and Karl Hench received 
a bonus, there’s no word. But he did tell a reporter, 
the baseball card windfall “has brought all our family 
closer together.” 

Thoughts to leave this story with? Two. 

V First, to this day in an attic belonging to someone 
you know, there are baseball cards still in original 
packages (with bubble gum). 

V It’s June, maybe a rainy day soon would be time 
for you to visit the attic at the old home place. Just for 
fun, you understand?

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PERFECT 10 

Jimmie Johnson Earns 10th Win at Dover International Speedway 


T he signs were stacking up and pointing in one direction 
ahead of Sunday’s race: Jimmie Johnson’s dominant reign 
at Dover International Speedway was going to extend its 
hiatus from one race to two. For just the sec¬ 
ond time since 2008, Johnson looked like he r x*

would race in consecutive races at Dover without a 


Such a streak wouldn’t be a big surprise for any 
other driver in the field. But this was Jimmie John¬ 
son, the nine-time Dover winner who had scored race 
wins at the one-mile concrete oval in two of the last three races. 

The weekend started with Johnson’s teammate Jeff Gordon not¬ 
ing that Johnson’s success so far in the 2015 season was largely a 
surprise, saying that the No. 48’s three wins this year have caused 
Hendrick Motorsports to “scratch our heads” because the team 
feels its performance hasn’t reached “to that level.” 

After that “endorsement,” Johnson then missed the cut for the 
final round of qualifying and started Sunday’s race 14th — un¬ 
usual because Johnson has started 10th or worse just three times 
in his last 13 Dover tries. And all of this came on the heels of last 
fall’s Dover performance, which was dismal if we’re judging by 
Johnson’s usual standard: The No. 48 never led a lap (a first since 
Dover’s spring race in 2007) and finished third. 

Not to worry. 

Johnson again spent most of Sunday’s race at Dover not leading. 
His car was good enough to move up from his starting spot, but not 
perfect. It didn’t look like a winner, just as expected. 

“We went from 14th to 5th in pretty quick order, and then just 
the top 5 cars were so equal that it was just — you couldn’t pass,” 
Johnson said. “You really just could not get by somebody.” 

And so Johnson was stymied. He couldn’t get to the front and 
find that coveted clean air that would instantly improve his car’s 
handling and allow him to set sail for another Dover checkered 
flag. This was going to be Martin Truex Jr.’s home track celebra¬ 
tion, or maybe Kyle Busch’s redemptive victory. Kevin Harvick 
was in there, too, leading after the halfway point. 

Then Brian Scott failed to see a much faster Busch enter Turn 3’s 
bottom groove with just 24 laps left. Scott cut down the track and 
slammed into Busch’s No. 18. Both cars ricocheted off the wall, 
stopping in Turn 4 with no hope of repair. 

“Brian said his spotter didn’t say anything and he just chopped 
the corner, and I was under him already and it just sucked me 
around,” Busch said. “I hate it.” 

The caution set up an opportunity for the leaders to pit for fresh 
tires. Most took advantage. Johnson did not. He took the lead — 
and the clean air advantage — under the yellow flag with 17 laps 
left. It was all Johnson needed.

Johnson scooted away from the field on the restart and was 
buoyed three laps later when Denny Hamlin was turned by Clint 
Bowyer exiting Turn 2. Hamlin kept the car off the inside wall but 
lost control during the high-speed correction and spun 
Miller back up the track, clipping Kurt Busch enough to spin 

contributor the No. 41 into the Turn 3 wall. Bowyer apologized 
/Miller to Hamlin for the incident that knocked the No. 11 to 

a 21st-place finish after it led 118 laps. 

The caution flag brought the field back to John¬ 
son’s bumper but limited the laps left for those with 
fresh tires to catch him. Johnson again pulled away on the next 
restart, and even a green-white-checkered finish for one last cau¬ 
tion couldn’t derail him. 

“Nobody made mistakes, any big ones for that matter,” Johnson 
said of his competition. “It really took creative strategy on pit road 
and fast pit stops to get the passing done inside of the top 5. That’s 
really what set us up for the win.” 

With the win, Johnson joined a prestigious club of drivers with 
last names like Earnhardt, Pearson, Petty and Waltrip who have 
won 10 times at a single track. He finished the race one lap shy of 
3,000 career laps led at Dover.

“We made some 
changes today and we made some gains on it, but never really got it where we needed 
it. Clean air was huge. When we were out front, we were okay. It just never turned 
good all day long. It eventually caught up to us.”

Woman’s Eyebrows Have Almost Disap¬ 
peared 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am an active 
63-year-old female of normal weight. I 
exercise several times a week and am in 
seemingly good health. About a year ago 
I noticed that my eyebrows were disap¬ 
pearing, starting on the outer edges. 
They are now almost completely gone. 

During my annual physical in 
November, my general physician found 
that I have thyroid nodules. Three 
large ones were biopsied and proved 
negative. Blood work, including a TSH 
level, is normal. Both my GP and der¬ 
matologist feel certain that the nodules 
are not causing the eyebrow problem, 
because I don’t have any other symp¬ 
toms of thyroid disease, but they don’t 
know what is causing the loss. - K.E 

ANSWER: The loss of eyebrows, 
superciliary madarosis, has many pos¬ 
sible causes, but low thyroid is the 
first that most doctors think of. A TSH 
level is a reasonable screening test for 
thyroid disease, but if the suspicion is 
high, I check additional thyroid tests, 
such a thyroxine (T4), free T4 and T3. 
Occasionally TSH still can be in the 
very broad “normal” range for most 
people but be abnormal for that person. 

Other causes of eyebrow loss 
include autoimmune disease, inflam¬ 
matory skin conditions and infection. 
Repeated plucking of the eyebrows can 
lead to permanent loss of the follicles. 
Allergies to cosmetics also can cause 
eyebrow and eyelash loss. Have you 
changed your makeup recently?

DEAR DR. ROACH: I’m a 42-year-old 
woman in good health. I am beginning 
a new job soon, and I feel it’s a good idea 
to build up my immunity before I work 
in this new environment. I chose an 
over-the-counter support supplement, 
but I am coming down with a cold! 

I have found that I regularly react in 


this way to vitamins and supplements. 
Is this common? - D.F. 

ANSWER: Having a strong immune 
system is always a good idea. However, 
supplements, even those that say they 
are good for the immune system, have no 
proof that they prevent colds or shorten 
their duration. A healthy diet, exercise 
and good sleep are much better for your 
immune system than a supplement. 

Some readers insist that these prod¬ 
ucts are effective for them, but the sci¬ 
ence so far has not proven it. Also, any 
drug, herb, vitamin or other supplement 
always has the potential for side effects. 
I would advise you to save your money

DEAR DR. ROACH: I often wonder 
if the white mold one sees on super¬ 
market blueberries is at all dangerous 
to one’s heath. I’ve eaten a few with 
such mold, but with no apparent effect. 
- A.W. 

ANSWER: I contacted an expert at 
Michigan State University, who told me 
that the white mold is likely a type of 
trichoderma. Trichoderma are not usu¬ 
ally dangerous to humans, although 
some people can have an allergic reac¬ 
tion to it. 

Still, moldy blueberries are likely 
to be old, not have as many nutrients 
and not taste so good. Eat berries right 
away, before they can get moldy, and if 
you notice that they are moldy as soon 
as you get them home from the store, 
take them back.
